Inside, the appearance more 
resembles a resort lodge than a 
hospital in many ways, especially 
in the public area where a wide 


spacious entrance is walled in dark 
brown rustic wood finish which 
leads to a large, comfortably ap¬ 
pointed, lounge complete with 
wall-to-wall broadloom and full 
view window. To the other side of 
the entrance is a bright, triangu¬ 
lar shaped dining room, also with 
full window space along one wall. 
The admittance desk is situated 
at the head of two corridors which 
run the length of the hospital 
part of the building. Accommoda¬ 
tion ranges from private to large 
rooms containing four beds and 


sharing bathrooms with adjacent 
four-bed units. 

Matron Mrs. Rhoda Minty and 
her staff of seven were on hand 
escorting guests through the home 
and serving lunch prepared by the 
kitchen staff of the home.

17 Locals Represented At Conference 


The FWUA District 12 Confer¬ 
ence was held in Masonic Ilall, 
Okotoks, beginning at 10:00 a.m., 
March 30, with 41 members repre¬ 
senting 11 locals present. In the 
absence of the Mayor of Okotoks, 
the address of welcome was given 
by Rev. R. J. Johnson, Anglican 
Church, Okotoks, who also con¬ 
ducted morning thoughts on the 
many changes that have come 
about in the recent past in all 
fields, ending with a prayer that 
God may teach all to use their 
talents wisely and well. 

There were two featured 
speakers, Rev. Bill Knights, repre¬ 
senting United Concern, who spoke 
on Rising Cost of Foods; and Mrs. 
M. H. Ward, Arrowwood, who 
spoke about ACWW, and presented 
slides on Ireland. 

Rev. Knights said he was not 


convinced that farmers were the 
villain in the spiraling cost of food 
stuffs that began October 1965. He 
suggested that people should en¬ 
deavor to act like responsible 
citizens, and not dramatize the 
situation. He said it was the k>w 
fixed income groups that suffered 
most. Rev. Knights believes farms 
are not fully utilized today, and 
he asked why? For example, why 
import garden produce when it 
can be grown here? Rev. Knights 
feels there are too many mono¬ 
polies, and n form of investigation 
is needed to prevent a growing bit¬ 
terness in society. He suggested the 
government needs to appoint a 
Dept, of Consumer Affairs. 

In her address, Mrs. Ward re¬ 
ferred to the Associated Country 
Women of the World as a great 
organization, to promote and main¬ 


tain friendly and helpful relations 
between women’s organizations of 
all nations; to give any possible 
help in their development in the 
economic, Social and cultural 
sphere; to do everything possible, 
both by study and action, to fur¬ 
ther friendship and understanding, 
toward a more united world. She 
mentioned that Federated Wo¬ 
men’s Institutes of Canada was one 
of the first constituent societies, 
having joined in 1930, and that 
AWI joined in 1933, and the 
FWUA joined in 1952. 

Mrs. Ward mentioned the Lady 
Aberdeen Scholarship, a fund be¬ 
gun in 1959 as a memoiial to Lady 
Aberdeen, one of the founders of 
ACWW, for training women in 
Home Economics, Nutrition and 
Rural Community Welfare, financ¬ 
ed by voluntary contributions from 


constituent societies, individuals, 
and ACWW funds when available. 

The ACWW now has almost seven 
million members in 160 societies, 
representing 49 countries, but 
membership subscriptions do not 
provide sufficient funds to cover 
the ever-increasing international 
work and a voluntary fund of 
Pennies for Friendship gives every 
individual member an opportunity 
to aid financing the central office.

proportion of the many farm seed 
samples of cereals and flax from 
the 1965 crop that have been test¬ 
ed in seed laboratories emphasizes 
this need. Make sure that the grain 
you sow this spring is high in 
vitality. If you are in any doubt 
about the ability of your seed to 
give a high germination percent¬ 
age, seed test or buy Certified 
seed. 

If you are going to make your 
own germination test remember 
testing seed for germination in the 
home can be very misleading. This 
is particularly true where frost 
damage is a factor as it is this sea¬ 
son. 

Many frosted kernels will pro¬ 
duce a green shoot two or three 
inches long under ideal conditions 
in the home. Many of these shoots, 
however, will be badly twisted. 
Many twisted shoots, while they 
look quite strong and healthy 
would not produce a plant in the 
field or would produce only a very 
weak plant. T'« make it more con¬ 
fusing, not all twisted seedlings 
are seriously damaged. In other 
words, only a Gained technician 
such as those in seed testing labor¬ 
atories can properly assess the 
value of a sample for seed pur¬ 
poses.
